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Christmas Swim Helps Disabled Adults

A band of brave swimmers faced the bitterly 
cold Atlantic on Christmas morning to benefit Helping 
Hands and Hooves, a Mattapoisett non-profit group 
that provides therapeutic horseback rides to adults with 
disabilities. 

While 50 onlookers watched, 43 swimmers clad 
in bathing suits quickly ran into the freezing cold ocean at 
Mattapoisett town beach and then dashed out again. Each 
swimming participant paid $10 and received a long-sleeve 
t-shirt to commemorate the event. All of the proceeds 
from the swim benefitted Helping Hands and Hooves 
offset the cost of giving horseback lessons to disabled

adults. 

Helping Hands and Hooves (HHH) director 
Debbi Dyson said that this was "the first year we had to 
shovel a pathway to the water''. A blizzard the weekend 
before the swim had left almost 2 feet of snow in the area, 
adding to the chilly ambiance of a winter swim. 

But still, participants had a great time at the 
Christmas swim, and the event raised the same amount of 
money as the 2008 Christmas swim. Although the t-shirts 
were available for sale to all in attendance, Ms. Dyson said 
that it's usually only the swimmers who purchase a shirt. 
"It's a pride thing," she said. 

HHH was organized by Ms. Dyson in 2006, as 
a way for disabled adults to cope with their physical 
challenges. The horseback ride is therapeutic for disabled 
adults, and provides a "calming, peaceful experience."

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According to the HHH website, the rides provide: 
''therapeutic riding uses equine-oriented activity for the 
purpose of contributing positively to cognitive, physical, 
emotional, and social well-being of the individuals with 
special needs/' 

Most of the students that receive the lessons 
are from adult care facilities in New Bedford, and their 
disabilities range from Down's syndrome to being blind 
and deaf. "It's amazing," Ms. Dyson said, "it makes such 
a difference. This is one of their only social outlets." The 
students are taken on rides along Aucoot Cove, near the 
home of HHH president Julie Craig. Besides riding, the 
students get a chance to interact with animals, which 
includes brushing the horses' manes. 

"They don't always get the chance to feel that 
free," Ms. Dyson said. "It's very empowering." 

Students are given weekly horseback rides and 
pay for the program on a sliding scale based on their 
ability to pay. HHH is funded partly by a mini-grant from 
the United Way, but the difference is made up with the 
help of donations and by HHH fundraiser events. 

Besides the Christmas swim, HHH holds a Beer 
and Wine Tasting in spring, and has a tent at the Harbor 
Days festival each year. Although these fundraisers gain 
the most money and attention for the organization, tax- 
deductable donations can be sent year-round to: Helping 
Hands and Hooves, PO Box 1315, Mattapoisett, Ma 02739. 

HHH is always looking for volunteers 
to help transport students, help with the horses, 
write newsletters, and more. For more information, 
contact Ms. Dyson at 508-758-4717, or visit www.

The students spend forty minute periods with her each 
week, as well as extra time on ''enrichment Friday" if 
they choose. During the library time, Ms. Barrett reads 
aloud to the younger students, in Kindergarten through 
second grade. The older students, in third though sixth 
grade, learn about research, using the catalogue, gathering 
specific information and utilizing the Internet. 

The first fifteen minutes of each library session 
begin with going over the topic of the day, and the 
following twenty-five minutes are for group or individual 
activities.

worked on a bibliography project, which was a long-term 
assignment the children were able to accomplish. 

When speaking about her students, Ms. Barrett 
seems particularly proud. She described a scenario she 
witnessed recently where a third-grade student of hers 
helped another teacher locate a book by utilizing the 
library system. She said, "It's so fulfilling to be working 
with the kids." 

This is Ms. Barrett's first library position in a 
school.

The story of how she came to be 
Sippican's librarian is an interesting one. She happened to 
discover the school's ad and applied on a whim because 
the job and location seemed perfect. "This is exactly what I 
want to do," she said, even though she lived far away and 
already had a job which seemed to be going well. To her 
surprise, "I applied for the position the day before I lost 
my job in Chicago." 

Fortunately, the stars aligned and "within a 
couple of days, they wanted me to fly out." The East 
Coast dream job also meant that Ms. Barrett and her 
husband would be closer to family. Ms. Barrett grew up 
in Central Massachusetts and earned her undergraduate 
degree just north of Boston. 

Picking up where Ms. Pimental left off was a 
daunting task, considering her length of time as the 
school's librarian and the fact that she happened to be 
such "an excellent lady." Still, the job, destined to be Ms. 
Barrett's, proved a wonderful fit in the end. 

One of the programs the library offers to students 
is called "Reading is Fundamental (RTF)." This program is 
designed to increase literacy in students and twice a year 
an RIF distribution is held where books are given to the 
students. There is a great amount of excitement in picking 
out something new, while also teaching gratitude. 

Ms. Barrett's final thoughts include "I really am 
enjoying this position. It's rewarding to help the kids 
find just the right book they're looking for. They blow me 
away with how quickly they learn." It certainly seems 
as though both student and teachers involved in the 
Sippican Library are benefiting from the work Ms. Barrett

Marion Nursery "Indefinitely Suspended" 

Marion Planning Board

A regular meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
was called to order by Chairman Tom Maguran at 7:25 pm 
on Monday, January 4, 2010 at the Marion Town House. 
Also in attendance were Board Members Steve Gonsalves, 
Patricia McArdle, John Sweeney, Jay Crowley, Jay Ryder, 
Joseph Napoli and Planning Board Secretary Debra Paiva. 

The public hearing with Randall Bear Monteiro 
that was scheduled for 7:30 pm did not take place, as Mr. 
Monteiro canceled, therefore putting the hearing into 
what the Board would consider "indefinite suspension." 
Mr. Monteiro recently purchased the property on 454 
Wareham Street, where he plans to open a flower nursery, 
which is allowed under the Town's by-laws. Before being 
purchased by Mr. Monteiro, 454 Wareham Street was an 
office building and offered what is defined as a "private 
service," and not retail. 

Mr. Monteiro originally met with the Board on 
Monday, November 11, 2009 with the hopes of opening 
the building as a preview area for his plants, which he 
also sells in Rochester, in time for the holiday season. 
The Board voted down the holiday open house, since the 
location is not zoned for retail. A hearing was opened on 
December 7 and the case is allowed 90 days to remain 
open. 

Chairman Maguran stated the Board needs to 
hear from Mr. Monteiro in writing, stating his intention to 
suspend the case officially. If he does not tell the Board in 
writing his intention to suspend the case, they will have 
to review it after 90 days and make a decision whether or 
not they should allow the nursery.

Since there were no comments from the public, 
the transfer was approved and signed by the Board. 
Chairman Collyer welcomed Mr. Ying to town and said 
he looked forward to Ying Dynasty opening. 

The next appointment of the evening was with 
Seth Mendell of the Mattapoisett Historical Society. Mr. 
Mendell said that he had an "exciting announcement," 
not just for the Mattapoisett Museum and Carriage 
House, but for the entire Town of Mattapoisett. According 
to Mr. Mendell, Polly Phipps of 20 Water Street has 
donated a large 6 by 16 foot Clifford Ashley mural to the 
Museum. 

Clifford Ashley was a renowned Southcoast artist 
at the turn of the 20*^ Century and was known for his 
paintings that depicted the area's rich maritime past. The 
mural, which hung on a sloped ceiling at 20 Water Street 
for 90 years, was carefully removed and will be restored. 
It depicts the "whaling coast of 1810," and shows the 
Southcoast from Connecticut River to Cape Cod and the 
Islands. After restoration, it will hang in the Museum. 

"The amazing thing is that is went through 3 
hurricanes... it weathered all three storms," said Mr. 
Mendell. "This is the largest single work that Clifford 
Ashley ever did." 

The restoration will cost some money, but Mr. 
Mendell said, "I think we can raise the necessary money 
to put it up. . .it's gonna [sic] knock your socks off." 

Mr. Mendell expressed "many thanks" to Ms.

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Phipps, and the Board thanked Mr. Mendell for the 
presentation. 

Susan Nilson gave the Board a 25 percent design 
presentation of the proposed Bike Path that will run 
from Mattapoisett Neck Road to Depot Street. Bike Path 
Committee Chairman Steve Kelliher, who has worked 
with Ms. Nilson and CLE engineering, was not present 
for the 25% design update. 

Ms. Nilson said that they are still working on 
ways to build the bike path through a salt marsh in a way 
that won't upset the wildlife, and that they are looking to 
use 2 by 12 foot roll-out mats for the Barrier Beach section 
of the path. Massachusetts Highway wants to make sure 
that the easements have all been fulfilled, and wants 
improvements on parking definition at the Reservation 
Road site. 

"We have a complete submission as much as 
we can have,'' said Ms. Nilson, who wants to let the 
Bike Path Committee look at the plans before officially 
submitting them in early January. Comments on the plan 
will be coordinated through Mr. Gagne', and discussion 
with the Board will continue after the holiday. 

Selectman Randall took a moment to remind 
residents that it is their responsibility to shovel out their 
mailboxes after snow storms if they want to receive their 
mail. Chairman Collyer thanked Highway Surveyor 
Barry Dunham for clearing the roads after the December

Marion Supports Harbor Improvement Effort 

Marion Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Stephen 
Cushing at 7:00 pm on Tuesday, January 5, 2010 at 
the Marion Town House. Also in attendance were 
Selectmen Roger Blanchette and Jonathan Henry, Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson and Assistant to the Town 
Administrator Helene Craver. 

The minutes of the November 17, and December 
1, 2009 meetings were approved. 

In their first appointment, the Board heard 
from Mark Rasmussen and Korrin Pearson, both of the 
Coalition for Buzzard's Bay. Mr. Rasmussen and Ms. 
Pearson presented a concern to the Board in regards to the 
water quality levels within Sippican Harbor. According 
to Mr. Rasmussen, the quality of the Sippican Harbor 
had been compared to similar harbors in Mattapoisett 
and Onset and was significantly worse than its peers. Mr. 
Rasmussen described the water quality of Sippican inner 
harbor as among the "worst" in the region. Based on a 
2008 water quality health index score, the Sippican Harbor 
has particularly deteriorated in the past 15 years. 

"It's a real concern," said Mr. Rasmussen. Since 
the harbor isn't easily circulated or "flushed", it is 
expected that water quality will be a concern, but the 
level of deterioration is still out of proportion with typical 
water quality fluctuation. 

"Sippican Harbor is deteriorating when there is 
no reason why it should," said Mr. Rasmussen. 

There is no glaring source of pollution, such as 
local industry, septic systems or waste water sources 
that would cause the poor water quality, so the Coalition 
recognizes that the problem will require sleuthing. The 
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Coalition does not suspect that lawn and agricultural 
fertilizers are to blame for the decline in water quality. 

"We are scratching our heads/' said Mr. 
Rasmussen. "What is going on here? Is there something 
weird going on in Marion?" 

One proposed starting point for finding the 
nitrogen that is afflicting the harbor is the closed 
septage lagoons in the area of Aucoot Road, which were 
constructed over forty years ago and could be leeching or 
breeching into the water. 

The Board was skeptical to this proposed source 
of contamination, since the lagoons are monitored by the 
Board of Public Works at least 5 times a week and have 
never posed a real problem in the past. 

Water Works Superintendent Frank Cooper was 
present to give his "educated opinion" on the matter. 
Mr. Cooper was convinced that the lagoons were not the 
source of the pollution, but rather the chemical treatments 
used in maintaining lawns. In Mr. Cooper's opinion, the 
Sippican Harbor was being affected by nitrogen run- 
off from "Chem-Lawn" and "Tru-Green", which Mr. 
Cooper described as his "pet-peeve". Mr. Cooper thought 
that the Mass Department of Environmental Protection 
has not done enough to investigate the impact of lawn 
fertilization on water quality levels. 

Mr. Cooper did agree that the source of the 
problem must be found and ultimately supported the 
Coalition's attempts to fix the problem. The Coalition said 
that their efforts would "cost the town nothing", but they 
were just seeking the town's "partnership" in finding the 
pollution source. 
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The Board voted to approve support for the 
Coalition's efforts. 

In the next appointment, the Board heard 
from Bill Madden from GAF Engineering. Mr. Madden 
represented his client Luba Bilentschuk, who requested 
a sewer tie-in in the area of Ridgewood Lane to make a 
buildable lot that his client would like to sell. In order 
to create public interest in the project, Ms. Bilentschuk 
offered 5 acres from the parcel of land for public use, but 
the Open Space Acquisition Committee (OS AC) felt that 
the 5-acre donation would have little benefit to the public. 
Instead, the OSAC suggesting designation 8 acres from 
the parcel of land to conservation restriction, which would 
limit the use of land in the future. This measure would 
be irreversible. The Board voted to approve the sewer 
tie-in based on the OSAC's request for a conservation 
restriction. 

In Action items, the Board: 

• Signed a warrant for the January 19 special state 

election. 

• Approved credit memos in the amounts of 
$424.59 and 655.02. 

• Approved water service commitments. 

• Approved a contract with Tara and Howard 
to run water mains in the area of Pleasant Street and 
Converse Road. 

• Received letters of appreciation from Jonathan 
Philbrook and Kevin Paulson. 

• Appointed Michael Still as an EMT-Basic. 

• Appointed Interim Fire Chief Thomas Joyce to 
the Water Committee. 
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In the Town Administrator's report, Mr. Dawson 
informed the Board that visual appraisal and air-quality 
testing had confirmed long suspicions of a "fairly serious" 
mold problem in the Town House on the first floor and in 
the basement. In the short term, HEPA filters will be used 
to improve air quality in the Town House while they work 
with OccuHealth to get quotes and plan a permanent 
solution since, according to Mr. Dawson, the problem 
"poses potential risk to people who work in the building." 

Mr. Dawson informed the Board that the new 
police station building development was on track and 
they were optimistic about the windows being installed 
by the end of January. 

Mr. Dawson also wanted to inform the public that 
2010 Privilege stickers were now available at the Town 
House, but that the stickers were slightly different than 
past years. The new stickers are placed on the inside, front 
windshield on the driver's side to make identification 
easier for the transfer station and beach attendants. 

In Correspondence, the Board received a letter 
of resignation from EMT Andrea Keene. Ms. Keene 
served Marion as an EMT for over 31 years, and Mr. 
Dawson described her departure as "bittersweet". 
Selectman Henry fondly referred to Ms. Keene as a "real 
cracker] ack". 

The Board also received a letter of resignation 
from Reginald Foster from the Marion Affordable 
Housing Trust. Again, the Board expressed regret over the 
resignation. 

The Board received 6 abatement requests from 
Marion residents in regards to water bills. With the 
exception of a request from a citizen whose high water 
bill was partly the result of damage from town work, the 
abatement requests were denied. 

Ray CuUum of the Beverly Yacht Club sent the 
Board a letter of thanks for the work that Harbormaster 
Michael Cormier has done for them. Mr. Cullum 
expressed "sincere appreciation" for Mr. Cormier's 
"diligence", especially in regards to facilitating their 
activities and events. 

The meeting was adjourned at 9:20 pm. No 
executive session was held. 

Rochester Selectmen Set 2010 Goals 

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting

A Meeting of the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
was called to order on Monday January 4, 2010 at 6:53 
pm by Chairman Richard Nunes. Also present were 
Selectmen Bradford N. Morse, Selectman Naida L. Parker 
and Town Administrator Richard LaCamera. 

The minutes from December 21, 2009, both 
regular and executive sessions were approved by the 
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Board. 

Selectman Parker then motioned to renew Charles 
Nunes' Class II license, which was seconded and passed. 
Also, Kathleen Massey, Natural Resources officer in 
Mattapoisett, was appointed to the position of Animal 
Control Officer by the Board. 

Mr. LaCamera gave the Town Administrator's 
report next. He updated the Board on the progress being 
made by the Affordable Housing Project. A draft will be 
available for review by mid-January. 

Apparently the large amount of snow the 
Southcoast has received so far this winter has been hard 
on the Town's budget. Mr. LaCamera expressed some 
concern stating, 'T would say we have spent a good 
portion of our snow budget, but all the other budget line 
items are on target.'' 

The Board briefly discussed the new Ethics Law, 
which requires Town employees be notified and then take 
a test or be faced with a potential fine. Mr. LaCamera was 
appointed by Selectman Parker to be the Ethic' s liaison. 

Under "People on the Agenda" a representative 
from Verizon approached the Board with a request to 
put up a new pole on New Bedford Rd. The request was 
granted. 

Mr. LaCamera then presented a list of goals for 

2010 for the Board to consider. The list was as follows; 

• Development of RF Morse Commercial 
Property. 

• Finalize affordable housing plan. 

• Maintain current staffing and services for FY 

2011 Budget. 

• Review options for an addition to and 
renovations of the Town Hall. 

• Regionalization of trash collection or purchase 
of a vehicle to do trash collection. 

• Establish a recreation committee. 

• Review / establish Town Water plan and 
establish a water commission. 

• Plan for use / lease of Town-owned property on 

Pine St. 

• Development of an Economic Development 
Committee and dissolve the Industrial Development 
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Commission. 

• Promote Commercial Development at Route 
28/58 corridor. 

• Review and discuss options for the Town 

Center. 

• Review and discuss the Town Planner's 
position. 

• Continue to discuss the regionalization of 

services. 

Mr. LaCamera then asked each Board member 
to point out what they considered to be the most 
pressing issues. Chairman Nunes chose the commercial 
development of RF Morse land as priority, and after some 
discussion, the Board determined that some of the goals 
could all be linked together to create one item. 

Selectman Morse prioritized Town Hall 
renovations, stating that "we need to maintain what we 
currently own.'' Some discussion followed regarding 
what the renovations to the Town Hall could potentially 
be. Mr. LaCamera said, "We need to be practical. We need 
to talk about what practical means." 

Selectman Parker thought the affordable housing 
plan was a priority. 

The Selectmen all agreed that the list seems 
appropriate, with some very pressing issues, and some 
which will be more long term. 

Under "Correspondence", a request was made by 
Carol J. St. Don to use the Town Hall on February 10. The 
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request was granted. 

The next regular meeting for the Board of 
Selectmen will be on January 25, 2010 at 6:30 pm and a 
motion was made to adjourn at 7:43 pm.

Taxpayers also can make payments on eBill with Visa, 
MasterCard, American Express and Discover credit cards 
for a small service fee. Payments can be made using 
eBill until 11:59PM on the due date of February 1. Other 
options for taxpayers are to mail their payments to P.O. 
Box 1596 or deposit payments in the mail slot located 
near the back corner of Town Hall. 

Payments are due in the Collector's Office no 
later than 4:00 pm on February 1, therefore, taxpayers 
should allow sufficient time for mail travel when 
mailing payments. If paying by personal online banking, 
taxpayers should allow sufficient time for the bank to 
generate a check and mail it to the Town. Taxpayers 
should supply sufficient information on the check 
identifying which bill should be credited with the 
payment. 

According to State statute failure to receive a tax 
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bill does not relieve the taxpayer of the requirement to 
pay the tax bill and any resulting penalties and interest if 
the payment is late. Interest accrues at a rate of 14% per 
annum on bills not paid by the due date. It is the property 
owner's responsibility to insure taxes are paid on time 
and in full.

Mattapoisett Museum Receives Mural

The Mattapoisett Historical Society and 
Museum recently received the gift of a large mural 
painted by the artist Clifford Ashley. The mural, or 
"chart", was given by Mrs. Polly D. Phipps of 20 
Water Street, Mattapoisett and is possibly the largest 
single work of the artist. Measuring 6 by 16 feet, the 
mural details the Southcoast from the Connecticut 
River to Cape Cod including the islands of Martha's 
Vineyard and Nantucket. Clifford Ashley painted the 
mural in 1919 for his good friend Gilbert Hinsdale 
and the work remained in the family home at 20 Wa- 
ter Street for 90 years. 

The house on the Mattapoisett waterfront was 
built in 1901 for William and Sophia Means. They 
had two daughters, Martha, who married Gilbert 
Hinsdale of New York City and Mary, who mar- 
ried Horace F. Field. Polly Field Duff Phipps is the 
granddaughter of Horace and Mary Means Field. The 
mural was attached to 
the sloped ceiling of the 
study or sunroom on the 
harbor side of the build- 
ing. Due to its location 
on the ceiling, the mural 
survived the 1938 hur- 
ricane even though the 
room was flooded with 
five feet of saltwater. 

Removing the 6 
by 16 foot mural, with 
its ridged backing, was difficult. However, with the 
expertise of Ben Rogers and Nate Bekemeier, along 
with staging and seven more men, the removal was 
accomplished. The mural is now laid flat on top of 
the pews in the museum at 5 Church Street and can 
be seen by appointment for the next several months 
before it is sent out for restoration. 

Clifford Warren Ashley, a Southcoast artist, il- 
lustrator and author, is known for his many paintings 
detailing the whaling industry as well as local land- 
scapes. Mr. Ashley was born in New Bedford in 1881 
and died in 1947 in Westport, Massachusetts. His 
early life was spent on the New Bedford waterfront 
among the last of the whalers that had in earlier years 
been part of the city's world-wide whaling fleet. 

In 1904, Mr. Ashley shipped out aboard the 




bark Sunbeam, to experience life aboard a whaler 
firsthand. He witnessed the harpooning, "cutting- 
in" and "trying-out" of several sperm whales over a 
6- week period. He was one of a very few artists of 
his time to combine this practical knowledge with the 
professional training of an artist. Following his time 
aboard the Sunbeam, he wrote an article for Harper's 
Monthly magazine entitled "The Blubber Hunters." 
In 1926, this article became the first two chapters in 
his book The Yankee Whaler, which is considered 
one of the more definitive treatments of 19* century 
whaling. Perhaps he is best known as an author for 
the Ashley Book of Knots, published shortly before 
his death in 1947. This volume contains descriptions 
and drawings of 3,854 knots and is accepted as the 
"bible" of knot-tying the world over. 

During his lifetime, Mr. Ashley painted some 
350 oil paintings of which the New Bedford Whal- 
ing Museum has a great number in its collection. 
The Mattapoisett Museum is indeed fortunate to now 
have "A Chart of the Whale Coast of New England, 

circa 1810" painted by 
Clifford Ashley in 1919. 
Following its restora- 
tion and hanging, the 
mural will be one of the 
centerpieces of the mu- 
seum's collection and 
will bring visitors from 
near and far to view this 
magnificent work of 
such a well-known local 
artist. 

"I am pleased to be able to give this Clifford 
Ashley mural to the museum," Ms. Phipps said. "The 
mural should stay in Mattapoisett where it can be 
seen by everyone and I can see it as well." 

The gift of this Clifford Ashley mural is 
certainly one of the more significant gifts the museum 
has received since its founding fifty years ago. The 
mural will heighten the museum's exposure and draw 
people in to view it.

Big Picture

Avatar. Starring Sam Worthington and Zoe Saldana. 
Directed by James Cameron. Running time: 161 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

James Cameron's Avatar is very old wine in a 
dazzling new bottle. It's almost completely hokey, but it's 
also a major work, a first-class piece of big mainstream 
filmmaking. Cameron's stories may be dusty, and his 
dialogue may be functional at best and embarrassing at 
worst, but almost no other contemporary directors have 
his intuitive understanding of structure and fable. Yes, 
Avatar is made up of stories that have been told again and 
again, but there are stories and then there are Stories — 
tales that survive over the centuries, charged by Joseph 
Campbell's power of myth. 

Here we have Jake Sully (Sam Worthington), a 
disabled Marine chosen to walk among the alien natives 
of the moon Pandora. Jake's consciousness is inserted into 
an "avatar" combining the DNA of a native — a Na'vi — 
and his dead twin brother, who'd been studying the Na'vi 
for years. Jake has two agendas, science and profit: the 
former, personified by Sigourney Weaver as a hard-bitten 
scientist, wants Jake to negotiate peacefully with the 
Na'vi; the latter, led by hissable corporate drone Giovanni 
Ribisi and nail- tough colonel Stephen Lang, wants a high- 
energy mineral and doesn't mind killing the Na'vi to get 
it. Jake, of course, goes native and falls in love with the 
Na'vi life, not to mention with warrior princess Neytiri 
(Zoe Saldana). 

Cameron uses this pulpy old stuff as a launching 
pad for peerless world-building; coming out of the 
hibernation of occasional deep-sea documentaries, 
Cameron beats George Lucas and Peter Jackson at their 
own game. This director has been away from feature 
films for twelve years, so I'd forgotten how effortlessly 
taut his filmmaking is (Avatar runs north of two and a 
half hours but flies by), how he approaches big, operatic 
emotions with a refreshing lack of irony, how he stages 




action scenes with a mixture of tension and exhilaration. 
(Everyone else who's attempted large-scale megabudget 
spectacles in 2009 should take a look at Avatar and be 
shamed out of public appearances for a year.) For all his 
technological breakthroughs, Cameron's great talent is for 
opening the storybook and inviting us in. 

I'll go ahead and say it: Late in the film, there 
is an extended battle scene between the Na'vi and the 
American military with all their concussive firepower, 
and I haven't seen anything as thrilling since I first 
started reviewing movies in 1986. Cameron captures 
war in all its exultation and horror. Sam Worthington 
is an amiable blank as the hero — he's pretty much the 
audience's avatar — but Zoe Saldana, who deserves a 
Best Supporting Actress nomination, puts across a galaxy 
of moods: joy, agony, rage, passion. If Cameron had done 
nothing else in Avatar, he put one more great heroine on 
the screen. 

Avatar is being shown in a variety of formats: 
2D, 3D, and IMAX 3D. I saw it in RealD 3D. I'm told the 
best way to experience it is in IMAX 3D. I'm also told it 
looks just as gorgeous, and is just as enveloping, in 2D. 
(Cameron knows what he's doing: there are many shots 
and even sequences that don't seem to use 3D much at 
all. He knows when to give your eyes a rest and when to 
punch up the 3D for maximum impact.) I've said before 
that the true test of a movie is whether it would draw you 
in even if it were playing on a 15-inch black-and-white 
TV screen. I know that I've happened across Cameron's 
Titanic a few times on television and have been kidnapped 
into it for longer than I should have been. Avatar will 
probably work the same way.
